Wild garlic and wild onion long 
have been two of the most trouble­ 
some weeds in southern lawns, pas­ 
tures and certified grass and grain 
need production fields. 
As lawn weeds, these plants give 
tile 11wo an uneven, ragged appear­ 
ance and produce a very disagree­ 
able onion odor when mowed. In 
pastures, dairy cattle feeding on 
these plants produce milk with an 
off flavor which is of great concern 
to dairymen in several states. Seed 
production has been limited by the 
presence of wild onions in many 
fields because of potential contam­ 
ination.
